AS a member of the Federal Communications Commission, I often hear how 
fed up Americans are with the news media. Too much if it bleeds it 
leads on the evening news and not enough real coverage of local 
issues. Too little high-quality entertainment and too many people 
eating bugs. 


It doesn’t have to be this way. America lets radio and TV broadcasters 
use public airwaves worth more than half a trillion dollars for free. 
In return, we require that broadcasters serve the public interest: 
devoting at least some airtime for worthy programs that inform voters, 
support local arts and culture and educate our children in other 
words, that aspire to something beyond just minimizing costs and 
maximizing revenue. 


Using the public airwaves is a privilege a lucrative one not a right, 
and I fear the F.C.C. has not done enough to stand up for the public 
interest. Our policies should reward broadcasters that honor their 
pledge to serve that interest and penalize those that don't. 


The F.C.C. already has powerful leverage to hold broadcasters to their 
end of the bargain. Every eight years, broadcasters must prove that 
they have served the public interest in order to get license renewal. 
If they can’t, the license goes to someone else who will. Its a tough 
but fair system if the commission does its job. 


The problem is that, under pressure from media conglomerates, previous 
commissions have eviscerated the renewal process. Now we have what big 
broadcasters lovingly call postcard renewal the agency typically 
rubber-stamps an application without any substantive review. Denials 
on public interest grounds are extraordinarily rare. 


Just recently, the F.C.C. made news because it fined Univisiln, the 
Spanish-language broadcaster, a record-breaking $24 million. 
UnivisilUn claimed that its stations offered three hours of childrens 
educational programming per week one of the few public interest rules 
still on the books in part by showing a soap opera involving 11-year- 
old twins. 


That was the right decision. But, viewed closely, it also illustrates 
just how slipshod our renewal process has become. 


The fine was not levied at the ordinary time. In fact, the license 
term for one of the two stations initially at issue had expired 18 
months earlier. This is typical applications opposed by watchdog 
groups often languish for years while the broadcaster is permitted to 
continue business as usual. Then infractions are commonly disposed of 
with a small fine. 


The commission paid attention to the UnivisiUn complaint because the 
station was part of a chain of 114 TV and radio stations being 
transferred from a public corporation to private equity firms. Without 
that, it is unclear when, if ever, the violations would have been 
acted upon. This even though scholars believe that one-fifth of what 
is billed as children’s programming has little or no educational value 
and only one-third can be called highly educational. Our children 
deserve better. 


It wasn’t always like this. Before the deregulatory mania in the 1980s 
when an F.C.C. chairman described television as a toaster with 
pictures the commission gave license renewals a hard look every three 
years, with specific criteria for making a public interest finding. 
Indeed, broadcasters respect for the renewal process encouraged them 
to pay for hard-hitting news operations. That was then. 


Nowadays, a lot of people claim that because of the Internet, 
traditional broadcast outlets are an endangered species and there's 
no point in worrying about them. That's a mistake. 


First, broadcast licenses continue to be very valuable. UnivisiUns 
assets many in small markets were sold for more than $12 billion. A 
Single station in Sacramento, owned by Sinclair Broadcasting, went 
for $285 million in 2004. A station in a megamarket like New York or 
Los jngeles could easily fetch half a billion dollars or more. 


Second, broadcast outlets are still primary, critical sources of 
information for the American public. Nearly 60 percent of adults watch 
local TV news each day it remains the nations most popular information 
source. And so its imperative that broadcasters continue to provide 
high-quality coverage of local and national issues. 


But ensuring they do so means putting teeth back into the renewal 
process. To begin with, shorten the license term. Eight years is too 
long to go without an accounting we ought to return to the three-year 
model. 


Lets also actually review a stations record before renewing its 
license. Here are just some of the criteria for renewal the F.C.C. 
considered in the 1990s but never put into place: 


Did the station show programs on local civic affairs (apart from the 
nightly news), or set aside airtime for local community groups? 


Did it broadcast political conventions, and local as well as national 
candidate debates? Did it devote at least five minutes each night to 
covering politics in the month before an election? 


In an era when owners may live thousands of miles from their stations, 
have they met with local community leaders and the public to receive 
feedback? 


Is the stations so-called childrens programming actually, in the view 
of experts, educational? 


All of this information ought to be available on the Web so people 
can see how their airwaves are being used. 


These issues are even more pressing today: broadcasters are making the 
transition to digital technology that permits them to send several 
television and radio channels into our homes instead of the single 
channel they’ ve had up to now. The F.C.C.*s next step after reforming 
the licensing process should be to address how this new digital 
capacity can increase local programs and also improve the generally 
shoddy coverage of minority and other underserved communities. New 
benefits for broadcasters should translate into public benefits, too. 


If you need convincing that something needs to be done, consider that 
only about 8 percent of local TV newscasts in the month before the 
last presidential election contained any coverage whatsoever of local 
races, including those for the House of Representatives. 


This low number is just one example of how poorly stations are serving 
their viewers. Do stations that make so much money using the public 
airwaves, but so plainly fail to educate viewers on the issues facing 
them, really deserve to have their renewals rubber-stamped?

**x VENEZUELA. PROTESTS IN VENEZUELA REINVIGORATE OPPOSITION 
Rallies by Free Press Advocates Deride Ch-vez Over TV License

BOGOT;, Colombia, June 1 -- Venezuelan President Hugo Ch-vez's 
decision to pull the plug on an anti-government television station has 
prompted days of protests and generated international condemnation, 
giving a weak and demoralized opposition a rallying cry after years of 
setbacks. 


University students carrying flags and chanting, "We are students, not 
coup plotters," faced off Friday with riot police at Caracas's AndrEs 
Bello Catholic University. Nearly 200 protesters have been arrested 
Since Sunday, when Radio Caracas Television, or RCTV, aired its last 
broadcast after 54 years. 


Authorities here say that RCTV supported a coup that dislodged Ch-vez 
for two days in 2002 and consistently violated a range of 
telecommunications regulations, leading the government not to renew 
its broadcast license when it expired. 


But press freedom groups note that the station has not been officially 
sanctioned, nor have its owners or managers been charged with 
conspiracy against the state. Other private stations that were harshly 
anti-Ch-vez but have toned down critical coverage avoided the same 
fate, as communications Minister William Lara readily acknowledged in 
an interview broadcast Friday on CNN's Spanish-language service. 


Polls show that 65 to 80 percent of Venezuelan respondents disagreed 
with the government's decision to end RCTV's concession, though many 
were simply upset that they wouldn't be able to see some of their 
favorite soap operas. 


The widespread dissatisfaction has relnergized an opposition movement 
that lost much of its momentum after its efforts to recall Ch-vez were 
defeated in 2004 and after its decision to boycott parliamentary 
elections in 2005 left it without representation in the National 
Assembly. 


"This has been politically disastrous for Ch-vez, domestically and 
internationally," Teodoro Petkoff, a newspaper editor in Caracas who 
believes Chavez's government is becoming increasingly autocratic, said 
by telephone from Caracas. "He's found nothing but condemnation all 
over the world." 


Manuel Rosales, a governor and opposition leader who lost to Ch:vez in 
December's presidential election, has called on Venezuelans to hit the 
streets and protest what he has called a dictatorial move. "We'll give 
the last breath of our lives to be sure Venezuela doesn't lose its 
freedoms," he told reporters this week. 


While condemnation from the Bush administration, an ideological foe of 
Venezuela, was expected, criticism has come from many quarters around 
the world, some of them surprising. 


Spain's Socialist government, in a joint declaration with the United 
States, called Friday for Ch-vez to renew RCTV's license. The European 
Parliament voiced concern, and Brazil's Senate passed a resolution 
calling on Ch-vez to reconsider, drawing a sharp rebuke from the 
Venezuelan leader. 


"A head of state who doesn't know how to live with democratic 
manifestation, such as that of the Brazilian Senate, is probably 
against democracy," the president of that body, Renan Calheiros, 
said in response. 


Reporters Without Borders, the New York-based Committee to Protect 
Journalists, the Chilean Senate and the Atlanta-based Carter Center 
have said freedom of expression could be in peril in Venezuela. "I 
think this weakens the Ch-vez government's argument that it furthers 
free expression," said Carlos Lauria, who has studied the case for 
the Committee to Protect Journalists. "It debilitates that argument." 


The criticism has prompted a full-scale diplomatic offensive by the 
Venezuelan government. 


In the United States, Venezuelan Ambassador Bernardo ;lvarez told 
CNN that the RCTV workers would be able to find other jobs. Other 
government representatives stressed repeatedly that the non-renewal 
was little more than a bureaucratic measure. 


In an interview with Colombia's Caracol Radio on Thursday, Roy 
Chaderton, a former Venezuelan foreign minister who serves as a 
special envoy, argued that RCTV remained a danger to Ch-vez's 
government. 


Noting that the station recently aired "Feast of the Goat," a film 
based on the novel by Mario Vargas Llosa about a tyrannical dictator 
and the uprising against him, Chaderton said the intention was to 
"cultivate" the idea of assassinating Ch-vez as a solution to 
Venezuela's problems. 


Ch-vez, speaking Thursday, warned that "international rightist, 


extreme-rightist and fascist movements are attacking Venezuela from 
everywhere -- from Europe, the United States, Brasilia." That theme 
-- that Ch-vez is in mortal danger -- is constant in Venezuela, and 
political analysts say it is used to manipulate public opinion. 


Michael Shifter, a senior analyst for the Inter-American Dialogue, a 
Washington policy group that closely follows Venezuela, said he didn't 
think it would get much traction this time. 


"All of his previous attacks were on the corrupt capitalists, but this 
goes way beyond that and it touches on Venezuela's cultural identity," 
Shifter said of Ch-vez. "It's very hard for him to talk of the rancid 

oligarchy here. These are university students protesting, not part of 

the old order." 


Still, Venezuela's government seems intent on taking harsh action 
against its critics. The government has announced that it has begun a 
legal fight against GlobovisiUn, a 24-hour news cable station that is 
the lone dissenting TV outlet in the country now that RCTV is only on 
the Internet. 


GlobovisiUn is providing highly critical coverage in the wake of the 
RCTV closing. Lara, the communications minister, said the government 
would investigate after the station broadcast images of the 1981 
assasSination attempt against Pope John Paul II. Officials said that 
was designed to spur a plot against the Venezuelan leader. 


Ch-vez later publicly warned the station, saying, "I recommend that 
you take a tranquilizer, that you take it easy, because if not, I'm 
going to make you take it easy." 


JosE Miguel Vivanco, Americas director of the New York-based group 
Human Rights Watch, said Venezuelan government officials "just don't 
get. te" 


"They think that they're entitled to keep politicizing this issue," he 
said. "I don't think they understand the concept of a free media and 
the respect it requires in an open society."

Rather 
than giving up, the station has turned to YouTube, where it now has 
its own channel http://youtube. com/profile?user=elobservadorenlinea 
for the show /El Observador./ A Colombian channel is also broadcasting 
RCTV content into Venezuela.

** YEMEN. FM FREQUENCY IN SANAiA @6HIJACKEDi BY CHRISTIAN MISSIONARY 
BROADCAST 


A shortwave [sic] radio station has been broadcasting illegally in the 
Yemeni capital, Sanaia, by hijacking the 88.3 FM frequency. The 
broadcast delivers a Christian missionary message in Arabic without 
having any licence or permission from the responsible authorities such 
as the Ministry of Information, says Abdullah al-Dailami the head of 
Sanaia Radio. The illegal broadcast has been playing for about two 
weeks, not continuously, and mostly appears in the evenings. The 
technical and engineering section at Sanaia Radio has identified the 
location of the source of this broadcast.

It is coming from a house in one of the capitalis residential zones, 
though he declined to be more specific. iThey use a small FM 
instrument that only broadcasts over a short distance and it cannot 
exceed the capitalis borders,i he said. iAfter we identified the area 
and the house as the source of this broadcast, we informed the 
concerned bodies, such as the Ministries of Interior and Foreign 
Affairs, to take the appropriate measures,i he said. The Ministry of 
Information followed the correct procedures by identify the source and 
location of the FM radio broadcast and then reporting its findings to 
the security and the responsible authorities, said Hassan al-Lawzi, 
the Minister of Information. 


The duty of Sanaia Radio and the Ministry of Information is just to 
identify the source of the broadcast, and report it to the responsible 
authorities, al-Dailami said. iThis broadcast should be stopped 


because it has been broadcasting its program illegally and randomly 
for the past two weeks,i said Mohammed al-Saman, the head of the 
engineering and technical unit at Sanaia Radio. iAny illegal or non- 
compliant radio broadcast should be stopped because it violated the 
law. Such activity is considered to be a kind of theft.i 


The broadcastis radio wave is very weak and is restricted to only one 
district in the city. iBecause it is a wireless broadcast we are 
technically unable to stop it. Our mission is only to identify its 
source and the security authorities will complete the necessary 
procedures,i he said. Colonel Ahmed al-Sinaydar, the Head of the 
Office of the Minister of Interior said that the ministry had received 
a report from the Ministry of Information saying that there was an 
illegal short-wave radio broadcast based in the capital, Sanaia. 


iThis report was just news-y, about the existence of this broadcast.i 
The ministry had not received any order to stop this broadcast or to 
arrest the people responsible for it, he said. That order would come 
from the relevant authorities such as the police or the public 
prosecution among others. iThen the report was transferred to the 
Mayor of Sanaia and the Ministry of Information to inform them of the 
details of this case. And if this case needs a security involvement, 
we will respond immediately,i he said. The Secretary General of the 
Sanaia local council, Ameen Jumaian, said that the matter was out of 
the local councilis jurisdiction. 


iWe are only an authority that performs its duties that are related to 
the local council. The local council is not a disciplinary body that 
would execute such orders and activities,i he said. iWe do not have 
any idea about this issue; those responsible for it are the Ministries 
of Interior and Information,i he said. The Ministry of Information is 
the main body responsible for this case, and the Ministry of Interior 
is simply the disciplinary authority, said al-Sinaydar (via DXLD)

ARRL TO FCC: SHUT DOWN 'GROSSLY NON-COMPLIANT' AMBIENT BPL PILOT 
PROJECT 


The ARRL has again demanded that the FCC shut down Ambient 
Corporation's broadband over power line (BPL) pilot project in 


Briarcliff Manor, New York. 


On May 21 the FCC called on the BPL equipment maker and system 


operator to demonstrate it's complying with all terms of the Part 5 
Experimental license authorizing the system, or face possible 
enforcement action. 


In a May 31 letter to FCC Spectrum Enforcement Division Chief Kathryn 
S. Berthot, ARRL General Counsel Chris Imlay, W3KD, contended that 
it's "long past time that the Commission enforce its own rules," and 
again objected to the Commission's "inexplicable inaction" in the face 
of evidence the system is noncompliant. Imlay pointed out that the 
FCC's May 21 letter made no mention of Condition #1 of Ambient's Part 
5 Experimental license. 


"That condition requires that if any interference occurs, the holder 
of the authorization will be subject to immediate shutdown," Imlay 
wrote. "Interference has repeatedly occurred, and it has been 
witnessed and verified by a member of the Commission's Enforcement 
Bureau staff. Yet no action has been taken whatsoever to terminate 
this experimental authorization over a period of more than two and 
one-half years. This is inexcusable." 


Ambient operates the Briarcliff Manor BPL pilot program under 
Experimental license WD2XEQ. ARRL testing as recent as late May 
indicated the system is operating outside of the parameters of its FCC 
authorization. 


The League called the FCC's most recent push to get the company to 
comply with the terms of its Experimental license "too little, too 
late and an abdication of the Commission's responsibility to protect 
its licensees from interference from unlicensed RF devices." 


"The Commission's obsessive compulsion to avoid any bad news about BPL 
has clearly driven its multi-year inaction," the League continued. 
"Had this been any other experimental authorization dealing with any 
technology other than BPL, the experimental authorization would have 
been terminated long ago." The League's complaints regarding 
interference to Amateur Radio communication from the Briarcliff Manor 
system date back to October 2003 and included supportive technical 
reports and test results. 


As it stands, the League maintained, the FCC should have shut down 
Ambient's BPL system a long time ago. The ARRL further objected to 
Ambient's "repeated misrepresentations in its six-month reports 
claiming that its Briarcliff Manor BPL system meets FCC emission 
limits." 


New measurements done May 24 by ARRL Laboratory Manager Ed Hare, 
W1IRFI, conclusively establish that the Ambient BPL system, in Hare's 
words, "continues to operate well above the Part 15 emission limits 


that are stipulated as a condition of its Experimental license." 


Hare said his latest excursion marked the third time his emissions 
testing in Briarcliff Manor showed the system to be operating 
Significantly above Part 15 emissions limits. 


"The spectral masks in this system intended to protect some radio 
services from interference work poorly enough in this generation-1 
equipment, but when the system is operated at excessive levels, strong 
interference is an inevitable outcome," he commented. "By operating 
this system above the Part 15 emissions limits, Ambient is making it 
impossible for any electric utility to use results from this 
experiment to reach any conclusions about the technical and commercial 
viability of BPL." 


The ARRL further argued that the Ambient BPL system should not be 
permitted to continue operating under the radar with an Experimental 
license instead of under the FCC's Part 15 BPL rules, adopted in 2004. 
The Briarcliff Manor system does not even appear in the FCC's BPL 
database, the League noted. 


"Causing Ambient to operate in accordance with the BPL rules rather 
than allowing it to hide behind its experimental authorization would 
at least be consistent with the Commission's regulatory plan for BPL, 
however inadequate that plan is in terms of interference avoidance," 
Imlay's letter concluded. (via Southgate
